DEAD MAN 


Authorities believe charred remains are fugitive Christopher Dorner’s

ANGELUS OAKS, Calif. A fugitive ex-cop ac- 
cused of a grudge-fueled killing spree tar- 
geting police officers and their families is 
believed to have died in a mountain cabin 
that burned down in the climax to a massive 
weeklong manhunt across Southern Califor- 
nia, authorities said Wednesday. 

Police were awaiting forensic analysis to 
confirm that charred human remains found 
in the smoldering ruins of the cabin were 
those of the 33-year-old fugitive, Christo- 
pher Dorner. 

Authorities including L.A. Mayor Antonio 
Villaraigosa said the man, who had barricad- 
ed himself inside the cabin during a standoff 
with police on Tuesday in the snow-swept 
hills of the San Bernardino National Forest, 


almost certainly was Dorner. 

“We all are breathing a sigh of relief. We do 
believe it is the body of Christopher Dorner, 
but we don’t know for certain,” Villaraigosa 
told CNN, adding that a positive, conclusive 
identification could be days or weeks away. 

Los Angeles Police Department spokes- 
man Lt. Andy Neiman said the LAPD had 
returned to “a normal state of operations.” 
But he said special security details assigned 
to about a dozen officers and their families 
threatened by Dorner would remain in place 
for the time being. 

Dorner is suspected of killing four people 
in all, including a deputy sheriff who was 
shot Tuesday. 

He had been on the run since Feb. 6, when 
he was named as the prime suspect in the 


slaying of a couple in Irvine, south of Los 
Angeles. 

The search intensified Feb. 7 after Dorner 
was accused of killing of a Riverside police- 
man, about 60 miles east of Los Angeles, in 
an ambush that left a second officer wound- 
ed. 

Law enforcement converged later that 
day in the San Bernardino Mountains after 
a pickup truck identified as Dorner’s was 
found abandoned and burning in the snow 
near the ski resort community of Big Bear 
Lake. 

The ensuing manhunt, stretching from 
the desert north of the mountains to the 
Mexican border, was described by L.A. Po- 
lice Chief Charlie Beck as the region’s most 
extensive.

Heltebrake, 61, pulled over and immedi- 
ately recognized the hulking, armed man as 
the fugitive ex-cop wanted in a killing spree, 
Christopher Dorner, whose face had been 
plastered on billboards, newspapers and 
televisions for nearly a week. 

“I don’t want to hurt you,” Heltebrake re- 
called the man telling him in a calm, almost 
business-like manner. “Just get out, start 
walking, and take your dog.”

“She was like, ‘Oh I didn’t 
know [about the proposal],” 
said Mallini, now general man- 
ager for Prasino in Wicker 
Park. The original plan was to 
take the woman on the tour 
and lead her to a special spot in 
the restaurant where the man 
was to propose. 

For better or for worse, res- 
taurant workers sometimes 
have a front-row seat to the ups 
and downs of a couple’s rela- 
tionship. This is never more the 
case than on Valentine’s Day, 
servers said. About 75 percent 
of 923 respondents to an online 
survey said they plan to cel- 
ebrate Valentine’s Day at a res- 
taurant this year, according to 
restaurant.com, a dining deals 
site based in Arlington Heights. 

Sixty-four percent of survey respondents 
said they will spend more money on Valen- 
tine’s Day than on an everyday restaurant 
meal.

Alice Englert and Alden Ehrenreich save love 
from the dark side in ‘Beautiful Creatures’

Loner newcomer captivates resident misfit. Their chemistry crackles, but there’s 


something a little ... different ... 


about one of them. Put away your silver daggers — 


you haven't caught the rebirth of the “Twilight” series. 


In the highly anticipated big-screen adapta- 
tion of teen romance-thriller novel “Beauti- 
ful Creatures,” opening Thursday, relative 
unknowns Alden Ehrenreich (“Tetro”) and 
Alice Englert (the upcoming “Ginger and 
Rosa”) star as star-crossed lovers Ethan Wate 
and Lena Duchannes. He’s a Gatlin, S.C., 
boy with a penchant for Kurt Vonnegut and 
Bob Dylan; she’s the new girl in town who 
just happens to be—gasp—a “caster,” a nicer 
term for witch. 

At the Trump International Hotel, L.A. 
native Ehrenreich, 23, and 19-year-old Austra- 
lian Englert talked about the “basic survival” 
of high school, their worst adolescent flaws 
and how they prepared their Southern ac- 
cents. 


Ethan falls in love pretty quickly with Lena, 
and it’s clearly been hard for him to find this 
sort of thing. Do you think that her being a 
caster was part of what made him fall for 
her, or was it just her being different? 

Alden Ehrenreich: Well, he doesn’t know 
that, but I think there’s a sense of something 
exotic and something otherworldly and 
something more sophisticated, and some- 
thing he’s never—his whole thing is wanting 
to experience something he’s never known 
because he’s had this monotony in his life in 


this small town, and so I think that it’s just 
who she is. 


Do you think she maybe cast a little of the 
spell on him too, not knowing it? 

Alice Englert: You know, actually, that used 

to be my favorite song, “I Put A Spell on You” 
by Screamin’ Jay Hawkins. You know it? It’s 

a great video, very gothic and crazy. No, I 
think she likes to do it the real way. “Actually 
like me, please.” 


One of the central struggles is that Lena will 
be claimed by either the dark or the light 
when she turns 16. It seems like a lot of high 
school girls are similar—either really nice or 
kind of dark. Why do you think that happens 
to girls at that age? 

Alice: Actually, I don’t think that they’re kind 
of nice or they’re dark. I think that all girls of 
that age, I mean, I’m probably wrong, but I 
think there’s such a huge level of insecurity 
and I think that we have so many different 
conflicting feelings and ideas in our nature 

... [think that that time is just basic survival. 
And it’s not about who you are, you just wan- 
na keep being stable enough to get to know 
who you are. It’s just a very compromising 
time, and I think hormones really do it. I 
remember when I was that age I didn’t want

to admit that ... [I thought], “My problems 
are really important!” ... And they were, they 
were really important to me. But it’s really 
good to be able to have perspective. To know 
that that stuff ... you get through it because 
the world is a lot bigger than that. 


Both of your characters struggle a little, ora 
lot, with high school, not necessarily fitting 
in much. What’s something that you thought 
was different or awkward about you in high 
school? 

Alice: My hips being like up here {indicates} 
during puberty, probably. I mean, come on, the 
whole of high school is pretty awkward, isn’t it? 
Alden: I had a lot of acne. 

Alice: I kind of left. 


That’s a good call. 
Alice: So, let that speak for itself. 


And what about you, Alden, the acne 
probably? 

Alden: I think the acne was bad, yeah. 

No one remembers it; none of my friends 
remember me having it, but I had really bad 
acne for like years. 


That’s something that never leaves you. 
Alden: Yeah, well ... [couches his face} 
Alice: {[Laughs.} 


On the inside, | mean... So, obviously neither 
one of you has a Southern accent. What did 
you do to learn that? Did you have a coach? 
Alden: Yeah, we had a dialect coach named 
Rick Lipton who was amazing, and not only 
taught us about kinda like how to do the 
accent but why people talk like that in the 
South and really taught us about Southern 
culture, which is such an important part of 
the story. And for me it was amazing because 
I had a week to prepare for the part, so hav- 
ing him there, really, it was kinda like he did 
a bunch of research that I didn’t have time to 
do, and that was incredibly informative.

Is there a particular part of the accent that 
you struggled with, like words that didn’t 
come naturally to you? 

Both: Yeah! 

Alden: “Innie.” ... “Any” is “innie.” I used to 
sing a Willie Nelson song before takes. 
Alice: What was the song? 

Alden: “Pancho and Lefty.” Before takes to 
kind of get [ready]. 


Want to sing a little bit for us? 
Alden: No, no. I don’t know it anymore. 


Oh, that’s too bad. How about for you, Alice? 
Alice: The struggle always goes into one big 
blob for me. Being an Australian, learning 
accents is very important. You just have to do 
it for every job. 

Alden: That’s crazy. It’s crazy how many Aus- 
tralian actors are constantly—I mean, like, 
Nicole Kidman, constantly doing Ameri- 
can accents in movies. I mean, I couldn’t 
imagine. 

Alice: Yeah, it’s really, um, mad. So for me, 
yeah, it really is just one big struggle struggle 
struggle struggle pain pain pain ughghghghg 
and then, OK. 

Alden: When's the OK? 

Alice: Generally after the second take of the 
first day. 

Alden: Oh, OK. 

Alice: I would say lines as I was falling asleep. 
I would say my lines and try to do the accent, 
like, falling asleep. 

Alden: Well. The scary thing is trying not to 
memorize intonation ’cause you don’t want 
to—if your line is like “pass the milk,” you 
don’t want to be like, “paaass the milk, paaass 
the milk,” and then you show up and you’re 
like, “paaass the milk,” and everyone’s like, 
“Why are you doing that?”

Be it the 
script, the perfor- 
mances, whatever: 
The couple personi- 
fied “blah.” 

That’s not the case 
in “Beautiful Creatures,” the latest big-screen 
adaptation of a popular teen novel, this one 
by Kami Garcia and Margaret Stohl. 

Ethan (Alden Ehrenreich) is an ordinary 
teenager starting his junior year and longing 
to get out of small-town Gatlin, S.C. New girl 
in town Lena (Alice Englert) is a caster—es- 
sentially a witch, though that’s not the pre- 
ferred term—and, like Edward’s take on Bella, 
fears she may hurt Ethan if he gets too close. 

But the passion of teen romance trumps 
inhibitions or otherworldly power-based 
rules, and Ethan and Lena can’t imagine being 
more than a few feet apart. He envies her 
travels and mystery; she admires his stability 
and dedication. Ehrenreich and Englert feed 
the heat between these two, and you actually 
hope this potentially doomed relationship 
gets a fair shot. 

Outside of their bond, “Beautiful Crea- 
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Beautiful Creatures 
PG-13 
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tures” often feels leaden. Writer-director 


Richard LaGravenese (“PS. I Love You”) 
shovels on so much plot that the film takes 
forever to set up and keeps expanding its my- 
thology without taking off. The big question 
is whether Lena’s witchly powers will be as- 
signed to the light or the dark on her impend- 
ing 16th birthday. Uncle Macon (Jeremy Irons) 
roots for the good, while Mrs. Lincoln (Emma 
Thompson, having fun as a Southern belle) 
and cousin Ridley (Emmy Rossum) favor evil. 

Setting aside the whole witch thing, it’s not 
hard to recall being that age and the sensation 
of being pulled in many different directions, 
unsure of what you will become and how. 

For a while, LaGravenese’s script has pep, 
and he effectively and sometimes funnily 
sets the scene in tiny, God-fearing Gatlin. In 
voiceover, Ethan notes that the town gets 
movies after they’ve already been released 
on DVD, and even then they’re spelled 
wrong— the marquee advertises the latest Leo 
DiCaprio movie, “Interception.” Christo- 
pher Nolan could make a visually astounding 
mind-melder of a football movie with effects 
and momentum far stronger than “Beautiful 
Creatures.” 

As far as teen dramas with admirably strong 
female characters go, though, “Beautiful 
Creatures” gets its world off to a decent start.

Fol- 
lowing the example set by the moronic “Live 
Free or Die Hard” —which only got worse 
by casting Justin Long as the personification 
of a yippy dog—“A Good Day to Die Hard” 
now depicts formerly relatable cop Mc- 
Clane as an indestructible force. He survives 
the unsurvivable and smells trouble before 
there’s any in the air. He’s never surprised and 
never shaken, even when he flies to Moscow 
to rescue his son and lands in the middle of a 
shootout/car chase. Eh, just another day for 
the man who always saves it.

This increasingly smug hero, repeatedly 
complaining that he’s on vacation even 
though he isn’t, also yells at a Russian for 
speaking Russian and comically mispro- 
nounces Russian words. “A Good Day” isn’t 
as consistently offensive as its more exciting 
predecessor (which acted as if this franchise 
really had something to say about the vulner- 
abilities in national security, in that our only 
reliable line of defense is McClane), other 
than a late-movie detour that replicates the 
poor taste of one of last year’s worst horror 
films. I won't spoil it for you, and trying to 
guess provides more fun than the new “Die 
Hard” does. 

If you care, the plot’s generic espionage 
nonsense involving an elusive file and a politi- 
cal prisoner (Sebastian Koch). I think one of 


the minor villains is played by Zangief from 
“Street Fighter.” Despite hackneyed stuff 

in which we wait for Jack to stop calling his 
dad “John,” Courtney is solid in the sort of 
role Sam Worthington would make bland. 
Doesn’t matter. Director John Moore (“Max 
Payne”) and writer Skip Woods (“X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine”) have no idea how to

keep the franchise going, so they make a lot 
of anonymous noise, all for naught. 

At one point, McClane laments the 
destruction of his phone. In the last “Die 
Hard,” he voluntarily smashed his phone on 
the street. Continuity has become a thing of 
the past for the franchise, which would help 
itself by not continuing anymore.

Palladium nightclub inside Castle 


Excalibur’s royal reboot

Love it or hate it, Excalibur has been a fixture 
of River North’s club scene since it opened in 
1989. Twenty-four years is an eternity in night- 
life time, and the club’s owners decided this 
winter that it was time for a reboot. 

Come March 1, Excalibur and the adjacent 
club Vision will be retired, and night owls 
can shake it at a new hangout, Castle. After 
a six-month renovation, Castle will debut as 
an expansive club with five separate “environ- 
ments,” from a first-floor pub to a fifth-floor 
dance club with new audio-visual installa- 
tions. 

“[We’re} creating a sound, lighting, video 
and entertainment experience to rival a festi- 
val such as Lollapalooza,” said Tim Borden, a 
consultant and developer behind Castle. 

Most of the audio and visual innovations 
are located inside Palladium, the top-floor 
dance club that will host international DJs 
and has a capacity of approximately 1,300. 

A Void sound system, custom programma- 
ble LED lighting and, yes, a 3-D video projec- 
tor have been installed on walls, stages and DJ 
booths throughout Palladium, according to 
entertainment director Jeff Newing. 

“Remember Carrie Underwood’s dress

from The Grammys?” Newing said, citing 
an example of 3-D projection technology. 
“The surface of the DJ booth and the actual 
speakers that are hanging next to the stage 
are mapped with videos. It doesn’t look like 
you're watching a video screen; you’re watch- 
ing a set design that’s moving.” 

In addition to Palladium, Castle will also in- 
clude a first-floor pub called Castle Craft Pub 
& Eatery, serving pizzas, sandwiches and draft 
beers. Also on the first floor, Cabaret will 
host live dance and interactive stage shows. 
The third floor is home to Sanctuary, an 
LGBTQ-focused dance club, while basement 
Lair Lounge is a more intimate space to re- 
treat after some time on the dance floor. 

Castle gave an advanced peek at the space 
during a New Year’s Eve party, but it officially 
will open March 1 with a lineup that includes 
Grammy-winning producer and house music 
DJ Roger Sanchez as well as dance DJ Chris 
Lake on March 2. Ticket information will be 
released soon on Palladium’s Facebook page.
